LITTLE ROCK (AP)-The, Ar- 


kansas Supreme Court threw out 
today the convictions of 11 Ne- 
groes under 1959 anti-sit-in laws 
but 
lliel co.ui-1 affirmed convic- 


tions of two other Negroes for reA 
'fusing to leave a lunch counter 
when requested to do so by the 
manager. 


The 11 Negroes were freed hv 


the court because, it said,, there 
was no proof that they had creat- 
ed a disturbance at three down- 
town Little Rock lunch counters 
in the spring of 1960. 


They were charged under Act 


226 
of 1959 which prohibits 


causing a disturbance in a public 
place. 


The two Negroes whose convic- 


tions were affirmed were charged 
under Act 14 of 1959 which makes 
it a misdemeanor to refuse to 
leave premises when told to do so. 


The laws were part of a pack- 


age drawn up by Atty. Gen. Bruce 
Bennett. They are generally re- 
ferred to as the "sit-in" laws. 


A rash of anti-segregation de- 


monstrations broke out in Little 
Rock in 1960 as part of a south- 
wide movement. A biracial com- 
mittee worked out some problems 
earlier1 this year and now many 
Little Rock lunch counters serve 
Negoes.

Cattle Ranch 


MORRILTON, Ark. (AP) —One 
f the largest Hereford cattle 
anchcs in the country, the Turnei 
Ranch at Sulphur, Okla., has bcei 
old to Winthrop Rockefeller foi 
in undisclosed price. 
Roy I. Turner, former governor 
if Oklahoma and owner of the 
anch, announced llic sale joinlly 
with Rockefeller at Rockefeller's 
ixth annual sale of Sanla Ger 
rudis cattle at his ranch on Peti 
fean Mountain Saturday. 


The Turner spread covers 10,000 


acres and the sale included 2,pOO 
lead of pure bred Hereford catlle 
and 250 commercial cattle along 
with the land. 
' Estimated value is over $2.5 mil- 
lion. 


Rockefeller said the sale did not 


mean he was losing interest in 
:he Santa Gertrudis breed but thai 
le was interested in research for 
what he called a deep-type steer 
which might produce more eco- 
nomical beef for the table. 


The Turner herd is one of the 


largest registered Hereford herds 
in the country and was started 30 
years ago. 


Rockefeller said he intended to 


keep his stock of registered Santa 
Gertrudis cattle and registered 
Hereford catlle intact, even though 
he is going to experiment with 
cross breeding for table beef. 


The annual Santa Gertrudis sale 


brought an average of $3,313.75 
per head, a total of $132,550. 


Gus Worthan of the 9-Bar Ranch 


at Cypress, Tex., bought the top 
bull, WR Ricoco, for $23,000. 


Total revenue of the sale was 


slightly higher than in 19R2's $131,- 
925, an average of $3,298 a head. 


However, it was considerably 


lower that the 1061 figure of $22!),- 
100 for a per head average of 
$5,727.50. 


The top heifers was sold to R. D. 


Kcene of Orlando, Fla., for $8,350. 
The 20 bulls sold during the event 
brought $82,100, an average of 
14,105 each and the 20 heifers
